Salenv Mass., June 27.—To insure 


sanitary conditions in the camps es- 
tablished for the homeless was the 
most immediately pressing problem 
which confronted those in charge of 
the relief work in "the fire stricken 
district today.

"But Jn four months the campaign 


will be over," the colonel said today. 
Consequently, he added, he consider- 
ed it an impossibility for him to fol- 
low his physician's Advice. 


Colonel Roosevelt has abandoned 


his campaign trip across the conti- 
nent which had been arranged tenta- 
tively for September. 
He also tele- 


graphed to Pittsburg that he would 
make only one speech there on Tues- 
day night. Two had heen arranged. 


The change in the ex-president's 


plan came after 
an 
examination 


made last night by Dr. Alexander 
Lambert of New York. Dr. Lambert 
came to Oyster Bay and spent more 
than one hour in inspecting his pa- 
tent. 
Then he told him that he 


must rest lor four months. He urg- 
ed the colonel to give up his trip to 
Pittsburg to make no speeches dur- 
ing the campaign and as far as pos- 
sible, to give 
up everything 
that 


would tax his strength. He explain- 
ed, the colonel said, that it would 
require a long period to shake off 
the effects of the malaria, and that 
if this were not accomplished the 
disease might become so 
securely 


fastened upon him that 
he would 


never recover his full strength. 
It 


might even impair his mental vigor, 
the physician said. 
Colonel Roose- 


velt declined to heed the warning 
however. 
He said it would be- an 


impossibility for him to give up his 
campaign work.

You can get it quick- 
er in the states than by congiess. 


"In some places there is a great 


prejudice against woman 
suffrage. 


You want to remember one thing, 
that if you lose the fight you are out 
for years. Whenever the 
subiect 


comes up for a vote In Missouri, I 
vam going to vote for 
woman suf- 


frage 
This is not because all wo- 


men are fitted to vote. If you ever 


d-o vote and I think it is coming cer- 
tainly, I hope you will vote for the 
best principles and the b'est men."

A violent electrical and wind storm 


visited Newark and vicinity during 
Friday night, the wind at times reach- 
ing the proportions of a gale, blowing 
at a rate of between 50 and 60 miles 
an hour.

The long desired rain

The "prophet," founder and 
first 


president of the Mormon church, Jo- 
seph Smith, was assassinated seventy 
iears ago today. Mormonism was 
founded 'by Smith at Fajette, Seneca 
county, N. Y., in J830 Smith alleged 
that he had been inspired b^ an angel 
to dig up golden plates on which the 
records of Mormonism were alleged 
to be inscribed. In 1S31 Smith and 
several hundred followers removed to 
Kirtland, O., and a little later they 
founded a settlement 
in 
Missouri. 


They were driven out ot that State, 
and went 
to Illinois, where 
they 


founded the "holy City" of Nauvoo. 
A newspaper of the town printed an 
alleged exposure cf Smith, and the 
plant of the 
paper was destroyed. 


Smith was blamed for this, and, after 
defying the militia for a time, Smith 
and his brother Hiram were arrested 
and lodged in jail at Carthage. 
On 


the night of June 27, 1844, a mob at- 
tacked 
the 
jail, 
overpowered 
the 


guard, and shot the "prophet*' and Ms 
brother. 
Brigham Young succeeded 


to the leadership and led the Mormons 
across the prairies and mountains to 
the "promised land" around 
Great 


Salt Lake.

THE SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUST. 


The 17-year locust, or more pro- 


perly Cicadia, is making its periodi- 
cal appearance in certain parts ot 
Ohio this year. There is no practical 
method for its control except in lim- 
ited areas. The locust does very lit- 
tle feeding, the injury coming when 
the female makes cuts in the twigs 
of trees and shrubs in which she lays 
her "eggs. The twigs above the points 
of attack usually die. If not too'nu- 
merous, small trees and plants may be 
covered with mosquito netting which 
afiords protection against this insect. 
All twigs in which eggs have been 
laid should be .pruned off and burned 
during July in order to destroy 
the 


resulting larvae.

The Legs In Swimming. 


The correct stroke of the legs Is ex- 


actly like that of a frog's hind legs.

Then with a sudden, 
quick spring they are shot out behind, 
the ankles being turned so that the 
eoles of the feet present as flat, a sur- 
face as possible to the water and so 
offer more resistance from -which to 
make progress.

appeared by some means. Though 
these things are of the past, Korean 
judges, like those of China, possess a 
poor idea of the sense of justice.

To these callings much has 


)een given and of them much shall be 
•eqtiirecl. He who enters one of them 
s entitled to no honor that is denied 
those" working In other -fields of -en- 
deavor. 
His distinction is not one of 


lory, but of opportunity and responsl- 
Jility. The same truth applies to any 
comparison that might be made be- 
tween preacher, journalist and teacher. 


That there is any real hostility be- 


tween the press and the pulpit I can- 
not believe. The aim of both is to be 
teachers of the truth. The message of 
the pulpit is religious truth. The mes- 
sage of .the press is secular truth. The 
pulpit can deal safely with secular af- 
fairs only when a clear cut moral or 
religious issue is involved. The press 
can take no part in religious contro 
versies. It should give all sides a hear- 
ing, but may safely declare itself only 
on those wider and more fundamental 
truths that are common to all creeds. 


The pulpit has its peculiar advan- 


tages. As a rule, it speaks to a select 
audience contposed largely of the most 
intelligent and moral element in the 
community. The press speaks to the 
entire mass of humanity—the'good and 
the bad, the intelligent and the igno- 
rant 
The message of each'must be 


adapted to the needs of its audience. 
Been use of this the pulpit must often 
blaze the way for the press in matters 
of reform. But rest assured the press 
will follow as fast as It mny without 
leaving the most needy portion of Its 
audience behind.

quantities of oil are required to calm

Accord- 
ing to this authority, nine pints of oil 
are sufficient to calm a square mile of 
water, and, incredible as it may ap- 
pear, one drop will calm seven square 
feet! The oil spreads out over the sur- 
face of the sea' in a film which bas the 
almost tmimaginable thickness of two- 
millionths of a millimeter, yet it holds 
in leash the mighty power of the ocean. 
When this film of oil spreads over the 
surface the heaping up action of the 
water, -which results in the formation 
first of ripples and then of waves, can- 
not take place. The thinner the film 
the greater is its effect in pulling down 
the crests of the -waves and making a 
lower wave line, free from break.—
